The Town will spend more 
money next year than it has 
in 2011, but less than the 
guidelines set by council in 
October. 

The budget Town staff pre¬ 
sented to councillors Monday 
suggests a 1.47 per cent hike 
in operating costs for 2012, 
below the 1.6 percent tax 
increase council had set as 
the upper limit. 

And thanks to assessment 
growth, it could mean no 
increase to taxpayers, in the 
municipal portion of the bud¬ 
get at least, says Lord Mayor 
Dave Eke. 

Staff presented a proposed 
operating budget of 
$7,525,362, an increase of 
$108,908 over last year, says 
Brenda Garrett, manager of 
finance for the Town.

When Town staff began 
preparing the budget for the 
upcoming year, they also 


looked at capital costs over 
the next 10 years. The goal 
of the 10-year forecast is to 
assist with long-term spend¬ 
ing and to help manage 
financial needs for future 
projects for the Town, says 
Garrett. 

The projected capital 


spending predicted for 2012 
is $5,090,968. 

Town staff have predicted 
alO-year capital budget of 
$41,800,974. 

Directors from each of 
the Town's departments 
projected their financial 
needs from 2013 to 2021. As 


these financial needs a 


because of inflation 
and unexpected changes, 
these forecasts are just esti¬ 
mates, says Garrett. 

“We realize changes 
might be made to the plan, 
especially going into a 




Part of the 10-year fore¬ 
cast is to have an adequate 
budget allotment for future 
projects, says Garrett. 

The capital budget for 
2012 includes a number of 
projects such as repairs to 
the parks and recreation 
administration building and 


road, storm sewer and waste 
water repairs. 

A hike of almost 20 per 
cent in the 2012 parks and 
recreation department bud¬ 
get over last year includes 
$125,000 for a Virgil splash 
pad, $75,000 for a new roof 
and $93,000 for two new 
trucks. 

The road department will 
see the biggest increase at 
40 per cent for $2 million 
worth of road upgrades and 
new equipment, including 
culverts at McNab Road and 
at Line 2, reconstruction of 
roads in Queenston, 
Garrison Village cul-de-

Despite last minute 
changes in the Town staff's 
recommendations for the 
Randwood development, 
neighbour Peter Harvey 
isn’t happy. 

The John Street property 
is the subject of a proposal 
for a hotel, restaurant and 
artists 1 centre. 

After listening to resi¬ 
dents' concerns at the pub¬ 
lic meeting held at the com¬ 
munity centre last weekend, 
staff put the changes on the 


councillors’ table at this 
week’s meeting. The chang¬ 
es address concerns of noise 
from the events pavilion, 
traffic and an unfinished 

Harvey, a resident who 
lives near the estate, attend¬ 
ed Monday’s committee-of- 
the-whole meeting. He said 
the changes still don’t solve 
what he sees as the biggest 

“This is a massive devel¬ 
opment on a residential 
property in a residential 
neighborhood —that’s the 

The report from Town 
staff indicated property 
owners Trisha Romance 
and Gary Peterson would 
increase parking to 250 
spaces. These additional 
parking spaces will be added 
to the underground parking 
by reconfiguring its layout. 

Harvey said he remains 
concerned about the pres¬ 


ervation of Four Mile 
Creek—he can’t see how 
parking can be built under¬ 
ground without encroach¬ 
ing on the creek. 

The report also states the 
events pavilion will be an 
enclosed building used for 
events such as lectures, 
small business conferences, 
private functions and small 
weddings. To address noise 
concerns, the report states 
there will be no amplifica- 
don of music for outdoor 
activities. This restriction 
has been added to the zon¬ 
ing bylaw change and it will 
be specified in the future 
site plan agreement. 

But Harvey said he 
doesn’tseehowtheenclosed 
building would be able to 
keep sound out. 

He questioned whether 
or not the doors to the events 
pavilion would be opened 
when in use, which would 
create a noise problem. 


The Devonian House, 
which is expected to add 
eight additional rooms, will 
be restricted to ensure it will 
only be used for accommo¬ 
dations. 

The biggest concession 
to address residents' con¬ 
cerns is that zoning changes 
will not be approved for the 
Randwood property until 
the developers have finished 
a site plan. 

This hold on zoning will 
give the developer some 
security that the develop¬ 
ment will be approved while 
it gives a chance for the pub¬ 
lic to see a finished site plan, 
said Barbara Weins, princi¬ 
pal planner. 

She said the hold on zon¬ 
ing was agreed upon by 
Romance and Peterson. 

Like Harvey, some coun¬ 
cillors were not supportive 
of the last-minute changes. 

"I’m generally in favour 
of the concept because it 


preserves the main manor. 
But I’m frustrated by the 
process," Andrea Kaiser told 
fellow councillors. 

Kaiser said the changes 
to staff’s recommendations 
addressed the issues raised 
from residents, but there 
hasn’t been enough time to 
review the new information 
because it was presented to 
councillors on the day of the 
meeting. 

"If there are questions 
from residents, or from other 
councillors, we have little 
time to answer these ques¬ 
tions between now and next 

Councillor Maria Bau- 
Coote agreed with Kaiser. 
“We need to give the oppor¬ 
tunity for residents to under¬ 
stand the changes—I don’t 
support the recommenda¬ 
tion for that reason.’’ 

Lord Mayor David Eke 
said he supported the new 
recommendations and he 


was happy the changes 
address concerns of resi¬ 
dents. 

"Residents are the most 
directly impacted,” said Eke. 

He added that the public 
has been given an opportu¬ 
nity to speak at two meet¬ 
ings—the first in September 
and a second meeting held 
last week. 

He said the Town has 
done its “due diligence” to 
respond to questions raised 
at last week’s meeting. 

“It’s been a thorough 
process to raise issues for 
and against.” 

While the new recom¬ 
mendations were approved 
and will move forward to 
Monday's council meeting 
for final approval, Harvey 
said he wishes councillors 
had deferred their decision. 

"I think people should 
have time to see the changes 
and see if they’re sigrtifi-

The revised plans for the 
Rand Estate distributed at 
the Nov. 28 meeting of the 
Community and 
Development Advisory 
Committee revealed the 
direction that the proposal 
must take to succeed: a 


and accommodation facili¬ 
ty- 

This is a far cry from an 
arts centre. The new 
Master Plan site concept 
shows a major commercial 
undertaking as large as the 
adjoining two residential 
developments. 

While somewhat similar 
to the several inns already 
operated by Vintage Hotels 
there will be a twist: the 
Romance Inn will offer a 
fairyland backdrop for 
weddings and banquets 
with a special entrance for 
pedestrians and carriages. 
The potential for this kind 
of business can be seen 
dotted around Toronto 
where wedding palaces 
serve the needs of those 


wishing to host hundreds 
for their nuptials or that 
big corporate event. 

At this stage the proposal 
foresees catering to a cou¬ 
ple of hundred guests at a 
time. 

However, to succeed, we 
must expect that the pro¬ 
ponents will come back to 
Council to amend their 
plans to cope with more 
people and cars. 

Council will be faced 
with accepting this or see¬ 
ing a half-built project fail 
and the Rand Estate left to 
deteriorate. 

The price of expansion, 
the negative impact on the 
neighbours and communi¬ 
ty, will seem little in com¬ 
parison. 

The result will be some¬ 
thing like the nightmare 
Toronto Council created 
when it tried to put most of 
the clubs and pubs in one 
'entertainment district'. 

Big parties are just that; 
people come to have a 
good time and that means 
drinking and noise. 

The venue can little con¬ 
trol the father of bride 
when he ties one on. After 
all, he will pay the bill and 


expects to be treated with 

The visitors have no 
interest in the neighbour¬ 
hood and don't care what 
they do at 1 a.m. 

The police, even in as big 
a city as Toronto, have an 
impossible task dealing 
with noise bylaw contra¬ 
ventions. Our town will be 
overwhelmed. 

However, once re-zoned, 
the die will be cast. The 
proponents, if it succeeds 
and should they find the 
noise oppressive, will have 
made more than enough 
money to buy elsewhere. 

Then maybe their prop¬ 
erty could be re-zoned as 
well? 

After all, as Council 
recently learned, when a 
piece of land adjoins oth¬ 
ers already zoned commer¬ 
cial, the OMB will likely 
side with the developer. 

Do we really want to go 
the way of Niagara Falls 
and its 'tasteful' develop¬ 
ment or Port Dalhousie 
and its weekends of party 
goers?

She also addressed con¬ 
cerns about what will be

It will be one of the most 
important commemorative 

projects at Queenston 
Heights since the construc¬ 
tion of the Sir Isaac Brock 
Monument completed in 
1856. 

The Six Nations and 
native allies fought along¬ 
side British forces and with¬ 
out their contribution, the 
outcome of the War of 1812 
could have ended with a 


very different story, says 
Lyle Williams, communica¬ 
tions director for the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 1812 
Bicentennial Committee. 

"The battle could have 
been lost without the help 
of the Six Nations and the 
whole direction of Canada 
could have been different." 

Members of the 1812 
NOTL Bicentennial 
Committee, looking at lega¬ 
cy projects, are asking die 
Town to help find ardsts 
across North America to 
create a monument for the 
Six Nations' contribution to 
the War of 1812. 

Williams says these art¬ 
ists must have "a knowledge 
of the Six Nations and their 
allies during the War of 
1812. Or, we are looking for 
Six Nations artists to submit 
ideas for a commemorative

corroboratively together to 
recognize the significant 
sacrifices made by Six 
Nations people during the 
war, says Williams. 

There are no guidelines 
for the monument yet — the 


idea is for artists to come 
forward and submit their 
ideas to the council. 

"All I can say is that it will 
be some type of monument 
which will be incorporated 
into the landscaping of 
Queenston Heights." 

But it is important for the 
new monument to respect 
Brock's larger monument 
while standing out from it at 
the same time, says 
Williams. 

Currentiy, there is a small 
plaque near Queenston 
Heights to recognize the She 
Nations. 

But Williams says he 
would like to see something 
more permanent that future 
generations can enjoy. 

"We would like to see 
something that will be here 
for many, many years. We 
want to have something 
people even 100 years from 

Part of the plan for the 


monument is to have money 
for site maintenance and an 
educational program, says 
Williams. 

"We don't want this to be 
another monument, we 
want the artistic design to 
be an educational experi- 

Williams says he also 
hopes to see self-guided 
tours around the monu- 

The maintenance will be 
paid for through support 
from private and public cor¬ 
porations, aboriginal 
groups, and other dona- 

The bicentennial sub¬ 
committee has also applied 
for a $790,000 grant from 
the Federal 1812 
Commemoration Fund. 

Although the bicenten¬ 
nial committee has a sug¬ 
gested time-line for the 
monument to be complet¬ 
ed, the commidee will take 


as much time is needed to 
make sure the monument 
done right. 

"We're hoping for the 
monument to be completed 
by 2014 which is the last 
year of the War of 1812 cel¬ 
ebrations. But if it’s not 
ready we’re not going to 

The completion of the 
monument will be celebrat¬ 
ed with a ceremony sepa¬ 
rate from the bicentennial 
celebrations. 

Williams says the monu¬ 
ment will not only recog¬ 
nize the sacrifices made by 
the Six Nations, but it also is 
a way of saying thank you. 

"It's time for reconcilia¬ 
tion and recognition and to 
put our hearts out to appre¬ 
ciate the sacrifices of the Six 
nations."

Volunteers pay their own 
way, and must fundraise 
about $1,000 to pay for the 
cost of the materials and the 
contractors who erect the 
frames. 

The houses are very 
basic—four metres by five 
metres, they are build of 
wood and tin, on stilts that 
lift them six feet off the 
ground. During the dry sea¬ 
son, families live, cook and 


sleep underneath them, and 
when the rainy season 
begins, they move their mea¬ 
ger belongings—a few cook¬ 
ing pots, some clothing, 
mats to sleep on—into their 
shelter to keep dry. 

“They really don't have 
much,” says Henry. “It 
doesn’t take long for them to 
move in—maybe a few min- 

The NOTL woman first 
visited Cambodia 2000. She 
was living in Singapore, and 
while volunteering at her 
children’s school—they were 
selling handicrafts made by 
the women of Cambodia— 
she became interested in 
doing more. She and her 
daughters visited the coun¬ 
try during their spring break, 
and since then, she has been 
back several times, volun¬ 
teering through Tabitha to 
build secure and weather-

proof homes for families of 
six to eight—a step up from 
the tarps or a hut of straw 
that is all that protects them 
when the rain comes—and 
is more than they ever 
expected to have.

Volunteers learn about history of genocide 


Most volunteers will plan 
a trip to neighbouring coun¬ 
tries while they’re there— 
and although there is incred¬ 
ible poverty, they are beauti¬ 
ful countries. 

Dennis Kam, who just 
returned from an extended 
five-week stay with his wife 
Kathy Heit, once their work 
with Tabitha and Henry’s 
group was complete, said a 
holiday can be anything 
from a $3 a day stay at a hos¬ 
tel to five-star hotel accom¬ 
modation, which is still inex¬ 
pensive by our standards. 

They travelled with their 
daughter and granddaugh¬ 
ter, and this trip, the group 
stayed in an eco-lodge in the 
jungle while they worked on 


the houses. 

Although they say they 
might go back—it was their 
second trip—they would opt 
for different accommoda¬ 
tions after sharing their 
cabin with a family of rats, a 
bat, a frog and other assort¬ 
ed wildlife. It’s not for the 
squeamish, they agree, but it 
was an experience. 

On most of the house¬ 
building missions, accom¬ 
modations are in hotels in 
the nearest town or city, and 
are quite comfortable. 

"You have to be tolerant 
and adaptable,” says 
Dennis. 

You also have to be rela¬ 
tively fit and able to stand 
the heat—the work, while 
not difficult, is undertaken 
in 34 degree heat with a

humidex in the 40s. 

"You have to take a lot of 
water breaks, and you have 
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in a country in early stages of rebuilding 


to pace yourself. If you don’t 
you get heat stroke,” says 

While there, volunteers 
are given a lesson in the his¬ 
tory and the culture of the 
country. 

They visit a genocide 
museum and the Killing 
Fields, sites in Cambodia 
where large numbers of peo¬ 
ple were killed and buried 
by the Khmer Rouge during 
its rule of the country from 
1975 to 1979. 

In addition to hearing 
about the genocide, they 
learn that education was 
stripped, the middle class 
destroyed, that agricultural 
socialization resulted in 
famine, and that the country 
is still in the beginning stag¬ 
es of rebuilding. 


And they learned that the 
people of Cambodia have a 
distrustfor North Americans, 
who did nothing to help dur¬ 
ing that horrendous era in 
their past. 

"Westerners don’t have a 
lot of credibility,” says Henry, 
“because we didn't do a lot 
to help them. We ignored 
their plight.” 

House-building presents 
opportunities to restore 
trust, and those who have 
volunteered say the reward 
comes from the smiles and 
expressions of gratitude 
from those who so badly 
need a hand up. 

“What they end up with 
is still subsistence living, but 
it’s significantly improved 
living," says Dennis. 

And volunteers who 


return often see the differ¬ 
ence they have made as 
families are able to increase 
their income and add onto 
the houses—they are still 
very basic, but larger, with 
the original building becom¬ 
ing one room on a larger 
structure. 

Families have endured 
poverty and hardship since 
the beginning of the Pol Pot 
era, but with the help of 
Tabitha Foundation, are 
slowly improving their qual¬ 
ity of life, said Henry. 

The reward, she says, is 
knowing that all the work is 
done by volunteers, and that 
every cent is spent on help¬ 
ing die people of Cambodia 
rebuild, not only their homes 
but their trust and their self¬ 
esteem.

Canadians are eating their 
way to diabetes, a disease 
that has become a pandemic, 
with obesity considered the 
leading cause. 


“It’s a huge problem," says 
Dr. Bill Brown, organizer of 
the monthly InfoHealth ses¬ 
sions at the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Public Library, “and it’s 
growing. Ten to 15 per cent of 
die population has diabetes, 
and it’s closely linked to the 
obesity epidemic. It’s a lot

more common not only in 
seniors but in young people. 
It’s become such a serious 
problem some kids are hav¬ 
ing gastric bypass surgery to 
control it.” 

Last month’s InfoHealth 
session was on diabetes, the 
signs, symptoms and risk fac¬ 
tors. Wednesday’s session 
will deal with the complica¬ 
tions, including the increased 
prevalence, severity and ear¬ 
lier onset of heart disease 
and strokes. 

“We’re starting to see 
these problems in teenagers, 
without any congenital rea¬ 
sons but related to diabetes 
and obesity. That was 
unheard of 10 years ago,” says 
Dr. Brown. 

“You can have lean dia¬ 
betics but it's obesity that has 
created the epidemic.” 

Kidney disease, kidney 
failure, circulation problems 
that can lead to nerve dam¬ 
age in the arms and legs, and 
problems with the eyes, such 
as retinal detachment, can 
be a result of diabetes, he 

“Complications from dia¬ 
betes can cause significant 
visual impairment,” he says. 

“In fact, diabetes is a dis¬ 
ease that affects almost every 
organ in the body." 

In the next InfoHealth 
session Wednesday, Dec. 14, 
nurse Nicole Lavoie and 
dietician Jessica McNeill, 


both of the Canadian 
Diabetes Association, will 
talk about management of 
Type 2 diabetes, the risk of 
complications and solutions 


to prevent them, and the 
relationship between diabe¬ 
tes and obesity. 

McNeill will also talk 
about healthy eating, healthy 


weight, carbohydrates and 
heart health. 

The Dec. 14 session will 
be held at the NOTL Public 
Library at 2 p.m.
